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1, Dr. Biba Krek, chairman of the Slovenes National Committee (Slovenski Narodni 
Odbor or SNO), has proposed a draft of a constitution which the SHO would put 
up. for the consideration of the Yugoslava in the svent that Marshal Tito's 
government should be overthrown. 


2. The proposal provides that the future atate will be a Tugoslev federation, 
consisting of the federate gtates of Croatia, United Slovenia and Serbia; ”. 
Serbia to have threo autonomous provinces ~- Vojvodina, Macedonia and Monte- 
negro, The people of Yugoslavia will decide in a free election whether they 
desire & kingdom or a republic, Whatever form the new state may have, the 
‘internal organization will bs modeled after the western democracies and the 
basic liberties of the Atlantic Charter will be guarenteed. 


3. The draft has been accepted by the following parties: Slovene People's Party 
(Slovenaka Ljutska Stranka or SLS); Yugoslav National Party (Sagoslevenska 
Nacionalne Stranka or JNS); Slovene Demcratic Party (Slovenska Demkratske 
Strevka or S8DS); People's Demeratic Party (Ljutska Demokratska Stranka or 
LDS in Slevene; Nerodne Derokratska Stranka or NDS in Serbo-Croatian); Slo- 
vena Radical Party (Slovenaka Radikelna Stranka or SRS}; the slovene Students 
Yovensnt (Hlada Jugoslavija or MJ); end the Yugoslav Socialist Perty (Social- 
daticna Stranka Jugoleavije op $83). 


4. & summary of the draft, proposal is as follows:

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(f) The Netional Bank will be a federal institution with equal 
powers throughout Yugoslavia; the monetary end postal ser- 
viee will be common throughout the whole country. 

(g) The Three Federste States: In each of the federate stutes, 
-the Chief of the Executive Branch for the Stcte will be 
the Chief of the Executive Branch for the Central Govern= 
ment, ie., the King or the President of the Republic. Each 
State will elect a National /ssembly on a proportional ree 
presentation basis. The State governments will have the 
following component parts:

The Slovene proposal, as reported above, fulfills most of the demands 

of the Serbien National Coalition and is very closé to the program of 

the Creatian Peasant Party. The Slovenes hope that acceptence of their 
proposal will bring about a general agreemant among all the exiled groups. 
The main difficulty 1s in getting an, agreement between the Croats and the 
Serba, the old problem of Croat claims to autonomy within Yugoslavia, known 
as the "Hrvatska Banovina" (the nema for Dr. Vledko Macek'’s proposal which 
‘dates from pre-war daya) is being settled by negotiations between exiled 
Groat and Serb ieaders. According to source, Dr. Macek stated to Dr. Krek 
at a meeting in Paris this year that the old "Hrvetsake Ranovina" demands 

of 1939 had been met by the Serba. It was egreed that Croatia will make 
certain minor ractifications in Bosnia in favor of Serbia in return for 
Serbian concessions to Croatia on the Beranja area and the northwest sec- 
tion of Racka, in which Bunjevel Croats have been settled since the 16th 
Gentry. The dispute over the future borders of Croatia and Serbia is, 
however, only one of the fectors holding up a unification of all anti-Tito 
political grou:s in exile and is 4 reflection of the old struggle for power 
betveen tie Serbs and Croats. The exiled Serd leaders are deliberately 
preventing the formal establishment of a strong unified Yugoslav resistance 
committee or government at this time, hoping to put off any agreement umtil 
they are assured that Serbia will heve the lergest possible influence in the 
future Yugoslav federation. ‘surce believes that eventually the Serbs will 
have to come to terms with the Croats since thé latter can threaten to sepa=- 
rate completely from Yugoslavia if thetr demands for “Hrvatska Banovina" 

are not met. Surce believes the present doadleck could be broken by inter-
